counts said the plane burst into 
flames before the crash, while 
others claimed the explosion oc­ 
curred on impact. 
Delta Airlines officials issued a 
statem ent' saying the plane burst 
into flames upon impact.

the crash was launched immedi­ 
ately, and in the early morning 
hours police and fire department 
workers were collecting the char­ 
red and twisted wreckage of the 
ill-fated plane for official observa­ 
tion.

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THE WALLACE PLATFORM 
In the absence, an yet, of any formal written plat­ 
form for the party of Henry Wallace, we rah only imagine 
what the planks will be.

THEY DIFFER 
* The Federal Communications Commission, which has 
been taking testimony on whether it, should revoke its 
ban, in effect for seven years, against editorializing by 
radio stations, heard two diametrically opposite asser­ 
tions. One ‘witness said broadcasters should be “ com- 
letely free"—as they were until seven years ago—to air 
their views. As free as newspapers. Another said they 
should be strictly “ policed." 
This clash of opinions illustrates how far apart it is 
possible for two people to be 011 this issue. It therefore 
throws some light on the difficulty of the problem the 
FCC is now reviewing. If it seems reasonable to one per­ 
son that a radio station should have the same right as 
a newspaper to try to influence the public, how is it that 
another wanta the industry restricted even farther f 
Whether more government surveillance is needed is 
not, however, at stake just now. The question is whether 
broadcasters should be freed of the existing restraint. Per­ 
haps a Yankee answer—another question—is the best way 
to get at this problem. Can a radio station be “ completely 
free" to take stands on controversial mattersf 
The broadcast band is limited and can accommodate 
only a certain number of radio stations. A governmental 
agency allocates wave lengths and issues licenses. It can 
withdraw a license if it sees fit on a showing that its 
rules have not been complied with. 
Suppose newspapers were similarly licensed and were 
therefore similarly dependent on a federal board for their 
existence. Would they be as free as they are now to edi­ 
torialize? Would the public have confidence in what they 
said? Or would they be cautious and thus lose whatever 
influence they have? These queries at least demonstrate 
that to argue that radio stations and newsapers should 
enjoy the same freedom is to make a false assumption— 
that they are alike. They are not. 


MRS. HUBBARD'S TAXES 
The plight of Mrs. Florence Hubbard, who won the 
“ Walking Man" contest, will arouse some sympathy, 
tinged with a certain amount of envy, among millions 
of other taxpayers now wrestling with their annual return. 
With the rest of us, she faces the complicated forms 
and procedures of the Bureau of Internal Revenue. In ad­ 
dition, Mrs. Hubbard must convert some of her list of 
prizes into cash—at the market price—to pay her taxes. 
No one can quarrel too seriously with the Government’s 
refusal to accept a year’s supply of sheets, or an electric 
ironer, in lieu of cash. 
Present tax laws and administrative rules must bear 
some of the responsibility for another problem facing the 
contest winner. One official expert tells her the taxes 
on her $22,000 worth of fur coats, airplanes and so on 
will be $8500; another says $13,000. If the experts can’t 
agree, what can be expected of the poor taxpayer? 
All taxpayers’ headaches, including Mrs. Hubbard’s, 
would have been lessened somewhat if Congress had not 
delayed in passing a long overdue tax reduction bill. Be­ 
yond that, if the contest, sponsors can find a sure-fire ex- 
pert, guaranteed to unravel all the tax complexities, it 
might be well to include his services in that array of prizes.

LETTING OFF EMOTIONAL 
STEAM 
For some years some of the no- 
spanking propagandists have been 
propagating a curious and danger­ 
ous philosophy something like this: 
It’s all right for you as a parent 
to blow up now and then at your 
child, even to whack him when 
you do. though you must never de­ 
liberately lay the hand on a child, 
even a tot. to restrain him. So to 
explode gives the parent desirable 
emotional relief; lets off steam. In 
other words, never spank a child 
unless you lose your temper. So 
they say. 
How very dangerous such doc­ 
trine is. It is seized upon by some 
parents to justify the worst bar­ 
barism in them. 
The other day I heard on a na­ 
tional hookup a new twist given to 
this doctrine, somewhat as follows: 
You must occasionally show strong 
anger to the child lest he suppose 
you do not love him. Episodes in 
the experiences of a spoiled boy 
seven years old were skillfuly dra­ 
matized in this program. Follow­ 
ing each episode the commentator 
presented the foregoing philosophy 
"explaining” that the youngster 
became such a spoiled child be­ 
cause his parents did not get angry 
at him strongly enough and often 
enough to assure the lad they 
really loved him. Yet in every 
dramatized episode there was ob­ 
vious evidence of lots of very 
strong anger in the parents. 
The child was pictured as born 
in a home of two sisters presum­ 
ably in their teens, to a father 
fifty 
and 
a 
mother 
somewhat 
younger. The youngster was a kind 
of toy for their amusement, denied 
nothing. 
When he begged for candv he 
was at first given it grudgingly till 
the child's violent demands made 
them surrender. One time when 
considerably older, the youngster 
said he was going to open his pres­ 
ents in the morning, meant for his 
birthday party in the afternoon. 
And he did. Not liking the train he 
got he demanded and received a 
better one. When he took a notion 
to have a bicycle his parents ex­ 
plained he was not old enough to 
use one safely; but he got it. 
Promising to take care of a 
puppy, he received one but beat 
it to death. Later when the father 
blew up over another incident, he 
locked the boy in a room. After 
half an hour they discovered he 
had 
made a dangerous 
escape 
through the window. More angry, 
the father whipped the boy. The 
commentator justified this whip­ 
ping and said the problem was 
solved as soon as the father got 
mad enough, “since his explosive 
anger proved to the boy his par­ 
ents loved him.” 
In contrast with such doctrine I

WASHINGTON, March 11.—It 
often seems# as though this coun­ 
try were fated to go on repeating 
a pattern of error—and this when 
the margin for error has been re­ 
duced to the vanishing point.

Local Aid Project« In Penn­ 
sylvania Are Nearly 
Non-Existent

HARRISBURG. March ll.—The 
Pierson State-Work Rellei Act, de­ 
signed to force work to employ­ 
ables on public assistance rolls, is 
virtually inoperative, it was re­ 
ported today by Deputy Secretary 
Robert P. Wray. 
Record peacetime employment 
with resultant low numbers of em­ 
ployable persons has virtually eli­ 
minated the need for local aid 
projects In Pennsylvania, according 
to Wray. 
Enacted tn 191« 
The law, enacted In 1939 when 
the state'« unemployed numbered 
2 .000,000, requires all employable 
relief recipients to "work off” pub­ 
lic assistance grants. 
Pointing out that Pennsylvania’s 
unemployed total only about 300,- 
000. Wray explained that employ­ 
ables who would be affected by the 
act "are not on relief rolls today.” 
"The law is still on the books 
and local governments still can 
set up projects If they desire," he 
said. 
"Our energies presently are de­ 
voted to obtaining private Jobs 
for workers on relief, rather than 
giving them Job to work out their 
relief allowance." 
He explained that the work- 
relief program largely has been 
inactive aince the war years when 
unemployment dropped to the all- 
time low of approximately 200,000 
persona. 
Only Seven Projects 
Currently there are only seven 
projects in operation to aid work­ 
ers on relief, Wray said. Five em­ 
ploying 4« persons are located in 
Lackawanna county were unem-| 
ployment Is prevalent, and two| 
each are located in Northumber-i 
land and Lebanon counties. Each| 
of the latter employs a single 
person, he added.

"Jobless workers on relief are I 
so scattered and administratives 
costs so high in relation to the I 
number of unemployed, that con-| 
ditions do not warrant establish-1 
ment of projects." he explained.

Action On Proposals Xs De­ 
layed Dne To Tie Vote * 
At Session 
Due to a four-four tie vote on 
Wednesday evening over a pro­ 
posed schedule of salary increases 
for school teachers in the public 
school system, no action could be 
had. The matter was debated for 
•bout two hours. 
In an effogt to settle this matter 
and also to complete the 1941-49 
budget for display and set the tax 
levy for the year, a special meet­ 
ing has been called for Saturday 
night. March 13. 
Berate 1947-4$ Increases 
The first order of business Wed­ 
nesday night was a motion to res­ 
cind • vote of the February meet­ 
ing. which had unintentionally re­ 
voked salary adjustments given 
locally for the 1947-4« term. This 
motion carried unanimously. 
The matter of salary adjust­ 
ments for teachers for the coming 
year then came before the board. 
Superintendent Frank L. Burton 
had presented a tentative schedule 
of increases which would equalize 
some existing inequities. 
Several members of the board 
objected to the schedule upon the 
ground that fhe schedule would 
give some teachers as high as $450 
per year increases while others 
would get as low as $50. This they 
felt was inequitable. 
The motion to accept Dr. Bur­ 
ton's schedule was put and the 
long discussion started. Finally, 
upon vote the result showed four 
favoriiyi it, four opposing it and 
one member, Alec Samuels, not 
xoting. Mr. Samuels said he wish­ 
ed to have more time to examine 
the schedule and to investigate the 
salary question further. 
Other Feasibilities 
A number of other proposal« 
were discussed but not acted upon. 
Dne would be to give all teachers 
he mandated increase of $150 
•equired by law, and than to add 
;he $150 increase due them for 
ihe 1949-50 term now. This would 
ipply to all teachers. 
Another proposal would give all 
eachers an “across the board”

salary adjustment for the coming 
term. Still another would be to 
equalize some inequities which 
appear and then make a salary ad­ 
justment for the entire teaching 
staff. 
Some definite action must be 
had within a short time if the bud­ 
get is to be prepared for public 
display in time. At the present 
time the tax levy is twenty mills. 
A tentative budget has been pre­ 
pared based upon the mandated 
salaries. This budget could be 
maintained within ' the limits of 
the twenty mill levy which has 
existed for several years. 
If salary Increases are made, 
and It seems likely there will be 
some increases made, the tax levy 
would probably have to be raised 
to twenty-one mills. 
The board members hope that 


the entire matter may be dispos­ 
ed of at the special meeting of 
March 13.-

Though he felt certain that per­ 
secution and im prisonm ent lay in 
wait for him at the end of his Jour­ 
ney, the great missionary set out 
fron) Miletus, historic M editerra­ 
nean seaport in Asia Minor, for 
Jerusalem . 
This must have been 


Paul's last missionary journey—- 
there being no evidence of a later 
one 
En route to Jerusalem Paul stop­ 
ped over iaa the city of Ephesii;. 
and It Is on the words th at the 
great missionary spok^ to his fol­ 
lowers there that our lesson for to- 
| day Is based. 
i 
At Ephesus Paul summoned the 
i elders of the church to him. They 
| were the duly appointed officers 
of the E phrdan church, although 
we do not know who they were nor 
how appointed. 
When they had 
'g ath ered he rem inded them of his 
work among them , lelUnv how he 
served "the Lord with all th e hu­ 
mility of mind, and with many 
tears, and tem ptations, which be­ 
fell me by the lying in w ait of the 
Jew s". 
The Jew s who would not 
accept his gospel, accused him of 
all sorts of w hat thev eonsldeerd 
heresies, w hereas, Paul says, be 


was "testifying both to the Jew s 
and also to the G reeks repentance 
toward God. and faith toward our 
laird Jesus Christ '* 
Now. he told these friends 
"I 
go bound in the spirit unto Je ru ­ 
salem. not knowing the things that 
shall befall me there: Save that tire 
Holy Ghost witncHseth in every 
city, saving that bonds and afflic­ 
tions abide me," 
None of the 
things that he feared moved him 
from his purpose; even his life he 
counted not dear, only that he 
hoped he might “finish my course 
with Joy. and the m inistry which 1 
have received of the Lord Jesus, 
to testify the gospel of the grace of 
God " 
"And now, behold, I know that 
ye all. among whom I have gone 
preaching the kingdom of God. 
shall see my lace no more." 
Paul 
was loved and adm ired. 
He was 
a very real "tow er of strength’* 
to these early Christians. 
Imag­ 
ine. then, how sad they must have 
felt when they thought of him go­ 
ing Into danger, possibly, even 
very probably, losing his life», and 
, visiting them no more to cheer, ad­ 
vise and help them in their trails 
and discouragem ents 
He warned them of differences 


of opinion that would arise within 
th eir ranks to draw disciples awav I 
from them, and cautioned them t o 1 
watch for signs of same 
“And now, brethren. I com m end' 
you to God. and to the word of 
His grace, which is able to build 
jo u up, and to give you an inherit­ 
ance among all them which are 
sanctified.

have

m an’s silver, or gold, oi* apparel. 
Yea. ye yourselves know that these 
hands have m inistered unto my ne­ 
cessities. and to them that were 
with me." 
Then Paul kneeled and nraved 
with these friends. Thev all "wept 
.«ore" and accompanied him to the 
ship that would take him once more 
to Palestine

to F.phesus again

I ord of such a return visit. 
He was 
i a prisoner when lie wrote his epis­ 
tle to the Ephesians, setting forth 
what the life of a C hristian should 
, be. instructing and exhorting them,

“Have no fellowship with the 
works of darkness, but rath er re- 
J prove them ," he writes. * Wake up 
those who are sinning so th at thev 
may “walk In the light", a beautiful 
phrase for living a righteous life. 
"And be not drunken with wine, 


wherein *s riot, but be filled with 
the Spirit.” 
"Wine and the Holy 
Spirit both lift a man out of him­ 
self" says a commentator.

troubles for a time, it may also 
make him arrogant, proud, even 
quarrelsom e and murderous.

Mock Huffing And Puffing

Exiled Romanian King And 
Mother Reach Mew York, 
Talks With Exiled 
Countrymen 


NEW YORK, March 11,—(INS) 
—King Michael prepared to con­ 
sult with exiled Romanian leader* 
today and “see the sights” of New 
York. 
The handsome young monarch, 
who arrived yesterday on the 
liner Queen Klizabeth, had two 
vital problems on Ids mind and he 
hoped in conferences with his 
countrymen to reach a solution of 
them. 
They Included the possible for­ 
mation ot a government in exile 
and religious problems connected 
with his desire to marry Princess 
Anne of Bourbon Parma. 
Waate Wife, Throne 
Michael, who had his first taste 
of American democracy In a rough- 
and-tumble news conference on 
his arrival, said that he is hopeful 
of getting both a wife and his 
throne. 
Reports that the Vatican has re­ 
fused to permit his marriage to the 
Roman Catholic princess, apparent­ 
ly fail to disturb him. 
The tall, 
blue-eyed exile 1» a member of the 
Greek Orthodox church. 
He seemed every inch the mon­ 
arch when he told fast-questioning 
newsmen: ”1 still consider myself 
the king of my country." 
Many Still Loyal 
Romanians, he said, are still loyal 
to their sovereign 
But Michael obviously perturbed 
about what he admitted is a bad 
financial condition. 
Asked about 
his fortune. Michael hesitated a few 
seconds, and waa obviously shaken. 
His eyes clouded and he said in 
a low voice: “I was only permitted 
to take my clothes and a few per­ 
sonal belongings.” 
Michael and his mother. Queen 
Helen, said they will stay in the 
United States for two or three 
weeks, and they hope to see as much 
of America as possible in that brief 
time. 
Met By Countrymen 
Although Michael said he had 
not thought of setting up a Ro­ 
manian govemment-in-exile in the 
U. S., he was met at the ship by 
former premier General Nicholas 
Radescu and other exiled leaders 
who are known to be considering 
such a move. 
His marriage plans, Michael said, 
are still indefinite. He added that 
the wedding probably will take 
place In Copenhagen, but the date 
has not bc£n set. 
He was firm in his denial of re­ 
ports that the recent trip of his 
mother to Rome was intended to 
obtain Vatican permission for his 
marriage. 
Vatican 
sources 
reported 
the 
marriage cannot take place with 
church approval unless Michael 
agrees to rear any children in the 
Roman Catholic faith.

Sportsmen can be included in 
that group of persons who can use 
spare time in off seasons for catch­ 
ing up on odd jobs, or in gtetting 
ready for their next try with rod 
or gun. 
For safe straight shooting, a 
clean, well-oiled gun can't be beat, 
so check up on that deer rifle or 
shotgun you used last fall. And if 
you put a cork or oily rag in the 
muzzle to keep out dust, remember 
to remove before shooting. Other­ 
wise, a bad accident or ruined 
firearm may result. 
For the benefit of successful 
deer hunters who have been un­ 
able to dispose entirely of the
